Fire calls: This month we have received 24 calls which were:- 


5 chimney fires, 1 kitchen fire, 1 hedgefire, 1 loft fire, 
2 road traffic accidents, 1 fire in the vestry of the Chapel 
of All Saints School Bloxham, and 1 call to a sports pavillion 
on fire at All Saints School, 1 false alarm with good intent, 
4 ~salicious false alarms, 4 false alarms on automatic systems, 
1 cae fire and 2 calls to stand by at Banbury Fire Station. 
“Sais brings this years total so far to 101 calls. 
New call out system: on 2lst May our new Firecat call out 
system came into operation, included in this system is a 
teleprinter which, when we get a call, gives as a complete 
print-out of where the fire is, what type of fire it is, map 
reference of the incident, and the telephone number where the 
call originated from, together with the time and date of the 
call. 
On ths day that the system came into operation we received 5 
fire calls, 2 on the old system and 4 on the new one. It is so 
much casier just to tear off the print-out than it was to 
pick up the direct-line phone and write all the details down 
by hand, it also enables us to get mobile quicker. We should 
now be able to get to Hempton or Clifton in 4 to 4 minutes and 
Barford, Duns Tew and North Aston in 5 minutes from the time 
we receive the call, which I think you will agree, is pretty 
uick. 

It is with regret that I have received Gerald 
Marangone's resignation. Gerald is changing his job and 
moving from the village, which is most unfortunate for us 
because he gave 24 hour cover, and 24 hour cover firefighters 
are terribly difficult to replace. Although Gerald had only 
been with us for 2 years he was a keen, hardworking member 
of our team.
